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FINANCE FOR THE SMALLER INDUSTRIALIST

OME aspects of the development and experience of the 

Industrial and Commercial Finance Corporation Ltd. during 

the four years it has been operating may be of interest to 
industrialists who have not had the opportunity of direct contact 
with it. 

The Corporation was set up in 1945, by the English and Scottish 
Banks, as an independent organization to provide businesses of 
small and medium size with increased facilities for obtaining long- 
and medium-term loans and permanent share capital. Resources 
of £15 million in share capital and up to £30 million in loan capital 
were made available to it by the Banks as its sole shareholders. 


Centribution to Post-War Reconstruction 


It was set up by the Banks as a contribution to post-war re- 
construction and to meet the need for the supply of capital as 
distinct from banking facilities. No new agency was required to 
finance industry for current transactions, normal stocks, or con- 
tracts, or to provide even long-term credit in limited amounts for 
the very small trader. Nor was there any question of discouraging 
the public issue or the placing of shares by concerns that could 
raise their money in that way, that is, through the Issuing Houses 
and the Stock Exchange. But it was believed that there existed a 
considerable demand on the part of small and moderate-sized 
concerns for long- and medium-term finance or permanent capital, 
which neither the Banks nor the Issue Market could appropriately 
supply, and that this type of need would be widely felt in post-war 
conditions. How far this belief was justified may be inferred from 
the fact that, during its first four years, the Corporation has made 
available over £19 million for some 290 concerns. Its business 
continues to grow at a steady and comparable rate. 

‘Though there are no restrictions on the Corporation’s powers, 
the range of amounts in which it actually deals is normally not 


less than £5,000 or more than £200,000. Close liaison with ) 


the Banks has served to prevent overlapping, while frequengly 


( 


assisting the customer to take full advantage of the facilities offered 
by the Banks and I.C.F.C. respectively, in their most appropriate 
form. 


Operation on a Commercial Basis 


The action taken by the Banks in setting up the Corporation 
resulted from a suggestion made in 1944, as a reconstruction 
measure, by the Government then in office: but the Corporation 
is not, and never was, intended to be a governmental institution. 
It was designed to oj sate on a commercial basis—neither to finance 
uneconomic concerns for political or social reasons, nor to provide 
capital at exceptionally low rates. The Board of Directors. is 
appointed by the sharcholder Banks, who exercise normal share- 
holder control. Like any other institution of the capital market, 
I.C.F.C. has to take careful account of the economic policies of 
Government: and its long-term advances and investments, like 
all others, must receive the approval of the Treasury acting on the 
advice of its Capital Issues Committee when the amount exceeds 
£50,000. But the demands upon its resources arise from the 
facts of commerce and industry, and are met strictly upon business 
principles. 


Moderate Rates of Interest 


Rates of interest on loans have varied with market conditions 
and, in the light of these conditions, have remained moderate. It 
is the policy of the Corporation to lend at the lowest economic 
rates. The rates on preference shares follow the market trends with 
similar moderateness: where the requirement in one degree or 
another is for risk capital, a participation in the equity has commonly 
been taken in some form. 


Some of the advantages which the Corporation offers are 
accessibility to enquiries ; economy of expenses; speed in in- 
vestigation and negotiation; and flexibility of method, by which 
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finance can be provided in the form most appropriate to the cir- 
cumstances of the individual case. 


Speaking generally, a client who has supplied precise information 
can expect to know within two or three weeks at most whether a 
proposal will go forward to the stage of detailed negotiation. From 
that point, much depends on the applicant himself and the nature of 
the proposal ; but cases of considerable complexity have been 
brought to the point of agreed terms within as little as a month.

The Corporation seeks to maintain friendly contact with its 
customers, and it is frequently able to be of service to them in various 
ways. It has its own well-organized accounting and engineering 
departments and its own Economic Intelligence, Market Research 
and Industrial services. ‘These exist primarily, of course, for the 
Corporation’s own purposes, but the Corporation is able, in in- 
creasing degree,to place at the disposal of its clients expert advice, 
not only on finance, but also on matters of management, production 
and marketing, at home and abroad. 


Disappointment is sometimes caused by the Corporation’s not 
being able to satisfy a particular proposal for providing funds, though 
I have seldom heard a complaint that a proposal has not been fully 
and courteously considered. We try to forestal disappointments of this 
sort by making it clear, as I have done above, that I.C.F.C. necessarily 
works on commercial principles. Nevertheless we have shown 
great receptiveness to new—and sometimes adventurous—proposals. 
The results of this are to be found in the success of many concerns 
known to us, but also in the fact that in a comparatively short run 
of four years we have had to provide no less than £600,000 for bad 
and doubtful debts. 


The Corporation has provided facilities for many concerns, large 
and small, in Development Areas. In such cases, the Corporation 
collaborates with the Development Areas Treasury Advisory Com- 
mittee, which is concerned with the provision of finance under 
the Distribution of Industry Act (1945). 


The Corporation was designed to assist in filling the gap which 
exists, so to speak, between the point where the facilities which the 
Banks can provide leave off, and the point where the requirements 
can be raised through the Issue Market in the form of security which 
can be sold to the public or to investment institutions. This gap is 
always present; it widens in times of financial disturbance or 
economic hardship. The role of I.C.F.C., already important, will, 
I believe, be more so in such times. A start at least has been made 
with the experience of the last four years. 
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Progress in Industrial Fuel Efficiency 


AVINGS in fuel consumption of an average of about 15 per cent. 

have been found possible as a result of investigations made by a 

Mobile Testing Unit of the Ministry of Fuel and Power into the 
operation of a number of industrial undertakings with an aggregate 
annual consumption of approximately 100,000 tons of coal and 5,000 
tons of oil. In certain instances the investigations related to boiler 
plant only so that the total savings had the tests been applied to the 
full range of operations in the undertakings would certainly have 
been higher. 

This work has been done by one Unit, operating as an experiment. 
The success of this experiment in “‘ bringing the laboratory to the 
factory ’’ has been such that it has been decided to bring three addi- 
tional units into operation forthwith and to place the service on a new 
and permanent footirg. 

The value of the Fuel Advisory Service of the Ministry of Fuel and 
Power is now widely known and appreciated and the decision to extend 
this service will be welcomed. 

Experience has indicated the need for more instruments than are 
now commonly met with in order to reveal, with accuracy and 
precision, the many possible sources of loss of heat and power, some 
of which may have been quite unsuspected. The Ministry therefore 
decided to place at the disposal of industry a full complement of 
necessary instruments in the form of the first Mobile Unit which has 
now been in operation for almost a year. 

When the formation of the experimental Unit became known a 
number of firms asked for its services. From these applications there 
were selected cases in which it was known that much had already 
been done to attain a high standard in fuel efficiency. 
Equipment Available 

The Unit consists of a three-ton van specially built for the transport 
of delicate instruments over rough ground, and having a floor space 


of 15ft. by 7 ft. 6 ins. It has been planned with great care so that 
every inch of space is used to the 


each section in turn and collating the results afterwards. When a 
full survey is made, all classes of plant are reviewed, namely, driers, 
furnaces, kilns, vats, gas producers, hot water storage systems, space 
heating, air conditioning and electricity utilization. 

After tests have been run under normal production conditions, the 
possibility of improving thermal efficiency is explored. Changes in 
method may be suggested and, often, as a result, other improvements 
such as better material throughput and greater uniformity of product 
are achieved. 

On completion of all the tests, the results are checked and a report 
is prepared. The existing conditions and test results are clearly 
stated and supported by relevant drawings and graphs. Analysis of 
these data usually enables recommendations to be framed which offer 
both financial benefit and improved fuel efficiency. The report is sent 
to the firm for their comments, and any questions raised by them are 
answered. It is then left to the firm to carry out such of the recom- 
mendations as they think desirable. All reports are treated as 
confidential. 

As a preliminary programme, arrangements were made to test the 
operational capacity of the Unit by using it for full-scale investigations 
in a number of widely differing processes. Although provision had 
been made for every expected requirement, it was thought possible 
that use would show modifications to be necessary. 

In fact, the Unit has met satisfactorily all the demands made on it 
during the past year. It has given the complete service needed to 
estimate heat and power requirements and standards of efficiency in 
plants and processes of all types. 


Results Achieved 


Results achieved have exceeded expectations. Even in factories 
where careful attention had already been given to instrumentation, 
the detailed surveys made by the Unit have revealed sources of loss 
hitherto unsuspected. 

At one factory a survey including

steam and power generating plant 
and heat and power utilization re- 
vealed potential savings of nearly 
£20,000 on annual costs. This was 
partly achieved by more efficient 
operation of beilers and turbines 
and partly by simple modifica- 
tions at various stages of the 
process. 





moved and mounted on specially 

constructed brackets when tests are carried out at a works. The 
instruments include temperature indicators and recorders with various 
ranges up to 1,600°C.; portable millivolt meters; surface and optical 
pyrometers; steam flowmeters of the shunt, orifice plate and pitot 
tube types with fittings for mains from 2 inches to 9 inches diameter; 
water meters from } inches to 3 inches bore; pressure indicators and 
recorders with ranges from a few inches water gauge up to 500 Ib. 
per square inch; differential pressure recorders; vacuum recorders; 
indicating and recording draft gauges. A velometer, avometer, 
multi-range ammeter, engine indicator, tachometer, modified orsat, 
water-testing equipment, kW. meter, hydrometer and hygrometer 
are also carried. 

The van is fitted with a desk and bookcase, a workbench, and an 
engineer’s steel-topped bench with appropriate engineering equipment. 
Interior bulkhead lighting is arranged from batteries. Under the 
rear of the chassis are a cable drum and water-tight switches, making 
it possible to take a power supply from a works. Provision is made for 
maintaining instant communication with the Unit during operations. 

The Unit is staffed by specialist fuel engineers. When visiting a 
factory the engineer in charge first has a full discussion with the works 
technical staff and examines all relevant information on the particular 
processes. A tour of the works is then made and a flow sheet drawn 
to show the process sequence. In addition, a line diagram is prepared 
of al} the heat and power services, and note is taken of any special 
advice required on particular problems. 

Usually the survey starts at the boilers and power plant and a 
continuous test is run for up to 168 hours, depending on local condi- 
tions. Next, the heat and power requirements of each section of 
the process are determined. This is done either by following through 
the process in the normal order of material flow, or by dealing with 





It was found at another works 
that only a few of the extensive 
range of instruments installed were functioning correctly. After tests 
lasting 10 days the management agreed that savings amounting to 
about 3,000 tons of coal a year were practicable 

At a third works a reasonable target figure for the heat distribution 
per unit product was shown to be nearly 15 per cent. below the 
existing figure, so that a fuel saving of 1,500 tons per annum would be 
easily practicable. : 

It is, of course, impossible to generalize on the savings that can be 
made by use of the Mobile Testing Unit. But it is interesting to 
record that an analysis of the results of the surveys made shows that 
each day’s operation of the Unit could save a substantial amount per 
annum on the fuel bill of the firms concerned. 

Industry is rapidly recognizing the value of the service provided 
by the Mobile Testing Unit. The following is an extract from a 
letter written by one of the firms visited :-— ; 

““We have to acknowledge with thanks and appreciation your 
report We certainly feel that the information 
contained therein will prove invaluable to us and would say that 
if Industry fully realized the help they could derive from your 
service you would be inundated by requests for your assistance.” 
It is as a result of experience and of the number of requests for 

services that the provision of additional Units has been undertaken. 

It has been agreed that, in view of the financial benefit which will 
accrue to users of the service, it is only appropriate that they should 
make some contribution to its cost so that this does not fall upon the 
public purse. 

Accordingly it has been decided that from January 1950 firms 
requiring the Units will be asked to make a contribution to cover 
maintenance and running costs of £15 for each day on which a van

Reversion te Private Trade of 


Papermaking Materials 


OTICE was given in the Board of Trade Journal of September 10 

that no further supplies of woodpulp and pulpwood would be 
acquired by the Paper Control after March 31, 1950, and that in 
January 1950 private buyers would be authorized to make contracts to 
acquire material for shipment from April 1 onwards. The Paper 
Control have already ceased to buy esparto and authority to enter into 
private contracts for shipment from January 1 has hitherto been given 
under individual licences. 

In accordance with the general announcement in September the 
Board of Trade have now revoked, with effect from January 9, 1950, 
the Orders which control the acquisition of woodpulp, pulpwood and 
esparto, but the use and consumption of these materials will continue 
to be subject to licence. These changes are being made under the 
Control of Paper (Specified Material) Order, 1950, which may be 
obtained from His Majesty’s Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, and branches, or through any bookseller.

Lead Metal Manufactures and Lead 
Compounds for Export 


NOTICE was included in the Board of Trade Journal on October 8, 

1949 (page 677), inviting applications for licences to export a limited 
quantity of low-conversion manufactures of lead and lead compounds. 
Licences have been issued for lead compounds and for manufactures 
of lead, such as sheets, pipes, alloys, but not for pig lead, lead ingots 
or lead scrap, which were not within the permissible range of lead 
metal exports. 

It has now been decided that a further very limited allocation should 
be made for the first quarter of 1950. Exporters should note that 
applications for export licences to be considered against this allocation 
should reach the Export Licensing Branch not later than January 28, 
1950 

As the licences will be issued as in previous quarters with a short 
term validity only, applicants should restrict applications to amounts 
which could reasonably be expected to be shipped within the near 
future

Effect of New Import Relaxation on 
Hardwood Overseas Procurement Scheme 


IN view of the recent announcement by the President of the Board 
of Trade that from January 16, 1950, open individual import licences 
will be issued for hardwood from a large number of countries, including 
those where the Hardwood Overseas Procurement Scheme Part ITI 
has been operating, there is clearly no object in the timber trade 
continuing to submit applications for specific licences under the 
H.O.P. III Scheme in respect of these countries. 

The Timber Control, therefore, does not propose to deal with any 
further applications of this kind unless the timber is likely to arrive 
in the United Kingdom before January 16, 1950.

Gifts from Abroad 


T WAS announced in Notice to Importers No. 314 that imports 

of bona fide unsolicited gifts addressed from abroad to individuals 
in this country would be allowed to be imported without the necessity 
for an import licence, provided they were clearly marked as gifts and 
the weight did not exceed 22 lb. gross. The Board of Trade wish to 
emphasize that this concession relates only to bona fide unsolicited 
gifts from residents overseas and does not cover parcels ordered by 
residents in the United Kingdom, whether for themselves or for 
other people. 

Attention is also drawn (in Notice to Importers No. 350) to the 
reply given in the House of Commons on November 30 last by the 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Food to the effect that 
imports of the undermentioned foodstuffs from the Irish Republic, 
otherwise than by the Government, are prohibited as from January 1, 
1950 :— 

Canned fruits. Table jellies. 
Dried fruits. Chocolate and sugar confectionery. 

Parcels containing such foodstuffs, even if sent as gifts from residents 
in the Irish Republic, will be confiscated by the Customs Authorities 
and in no circumstances will an import licence be issued or return to 
the sender permitted. 

Anyone who buys rationed foodstuffs from abroad, whether from 
the sterling area or not, commits an offence against the Food Rationing 
Orders and renders himself liable to prosecution. 


Diesel Locomotive Industry’s 
Productivity Team 


PRODUCTIVITY TEAM from the diesel locomotive manufac- 
turing industry sailed for the United States on Wednesday under 
arrangements made by the Anglo-American Council on Productivity 
with the assistance of Marshall Aid. 
It is expected that the Team will find that the manufacture of diesel 
locomotives in America follows different lines from those adopted 
here. In this country locomotives are built mainly to meet the require- 
ments of particular customers and this applies both to the home and 
the large export trade. Consequently, there are short runs on orders 
for specialized types. In the United States the Team will see what 
differences are possible in production methods when the manufac- 
turers have much longer runs on standardized or proprietary types of 
engines. Apart from what is implied by this major variation in works 
organization and in “ design for production ’’ as distinguished from 
‘ design for use,”’ the Team will study methods of plant lay-out and 
flow of work, handling methods, the kinds of materials used and 
questions affecting labour and the training of apprentices. Planning 
and costing will be other important matters of investigation. 


Import Licences for Japanese 


Grey Cloth 


ROM December 31, 1949, no existing licences for cotton or rayon 

grey cloth from Japan will be extended unless they are in respect 
of firm orders already placed with Japanese suppliers 

When applying for such extensions importers must produce to the 
Import Licensing Department of the Board of Trade, evidence of 
such contracts entered into with the Japanese suppliers to cover the 
amount for which extensions are requested. 


Wool Cloth for Women’s and Maids’ 
Utility Outerwear 


TO enable manufacturers to plan their production in advance, the 
Board of Trade announce that is has now been decided to allow 
Utility cloth 227B to be used for the manufacture of women’s and 
maids’ Utility overcoats, costumes (fully lined), jackets (tailored and 
fully lined) and skirts. 

Maximum prices for manufacturers, based on the maximum prices 
for these garments made from cloth 209D, but taking into account 
the higher price of 227B, will be published as soon as possible. 
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Exchange of Scientific and Technical 


Information 
A SCHEME for the exchange between O.E.E.C. countries of 

Government published scientific and technical literature came 
into operation on January 1. 

For six months past, the eighteen member countries of the Organiza- 
tion for European Economic Co-operation have been discussing 
together ways by which they can achieve co-operation in the scientific 
and technical fields. One of the principal problems they have been 
up against is to ensure that the scientific and technical information 
published in all countries shall be made generally available to industry, 
and be put to full use. Another is to make the best use of scientific 
resources by guiding research and development along lines most 
likely to be economically useful, and by encouraging co-operative 
work on technical problems too big for individual efforts. The 
scheme now to be brought into operation is the first-fruit of these 
O.E.E.C. discussions. It has been evolved largely as a result of 
British initiative. 

The scheme provides for the free supply by each of the Govern- 
ments concerned to each of the others of up to six copies of all 
Government documents which are published on or after January 1, 
1950, and which deal with the following questions :— 

Physical and biological sciences, in so far as the material is 
likely to be of direct or indirect interest to industry; 

Any branch of technology; 

Medical matters of industrial interest; 

Economic questions relating to industrial productivity 
amongst these particularly statistical material. 

Seven countries have already agreed to take part in the scheme, 
namely Austria, Denmark, France, Holland, Italy, Norway and the 
United Kingdom. Other countries will join in as soon as they can 
complete their arrangements. 

Individual arrangements already exist for the exchange of Govern- 
ment literature between the United Kingdom and some European 
countries. It is not intended to interfere with these arrangements, 
but rather to provide a complementary service which will help to 
ensure that information of interest to industry not only is not over- 
looked but is made as accessible as possible. 

Working of the Scheme 

For this purpose each member country has been asked to name a 
central clearing house which will be responsible for the selection and 
despatch of outgoing reports and documents and the receipt and 
dissemination of incoming material. The Technical Information and 
Documents Unit of the Board of ‘Trade, 40 Cadogan Square, London, 
S.W.1, has been instructed to undertake this work on behalf of 
H.M. Government. Close contact already exists between this Unit and 
industry in connection with the publication and dissemination of 
other categories of technical information. The Unit will use its 
existing organization to list titles and, if necessary, explanatory 
sub-titles, of incoming reports and documents, and copies of these 
lists will be sent to appropriate Trade and Research Associations 
for the benefit of member firms and will also be available to technical, 
scientific and other appropriate journals. So far as possible this will 
be done on a selective basis, that is to say the information will not 
be broadcast indiscriminately but will be broken down into categories 
which will be sent selectively to those who have provided T.1.D.U. 
with particulars of their requirements. The documents themselves 
will be available for general reference, and in special circumstances 
for short term loan, at Cadogan Square. Copies will also be available 
for reference at other centres in the United Kingdom, particulars 
of which will be issued in due course. 

In order to facilitate use of the exchange material, Governments 
have agreed to waive copyright to the extent of allowing the Govern- 
ment of each recipient country to arrange for the supply of single 
reproductions of any document ur part thereof, these facilities apply- 
ing only to the member Governments themselves or to such of their 
agents as may operate on a non-profit-making basis. Apart from 
this concession the use in any recipient country of information or 
material made available under the scheme will be subject to the laws 
relating to industrial property and copyright in the recipient country. 
It will be open, of course, to anyone interested to purchase copies 
of the documents from the issuing authority through the usual 
channels. 

The extensive index of technical information already available at 
T.I.D.U. will be enlarged to include this new class of material and 
it is hoped that industry will make the fullest possible use of these 
records.

Exchange Control Relaxations 


THE United Kingdom have undertaken, in accordance with the 

Resolution of the Council of the Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation of November 2, 1949, to achieve the maximum 
relaxation of restrictions on so-called ‘‘ invisible ” transactions. Such 
invisible transactions cover a large part of the field of payments 
which are governed by the provisions of the Exchange Control Act, 
and it is important to realize the extent to which current payments 
are already free. For instance, interest and dividends may be re- 
mitted freely and without limit of amount to any country in the world. 
In this sphere there is little scope for further relaxation in a policy 
which has been uniformly liberal since the inception of Exchange 
Control. 

So far as capital items are concerned, there can be no question at 
this stage of any general removal of controls, but subject to a reasonable 
degree of reciprocity from other participating countries, the United 
Kingdom are anxious to avoid barriers to intra-European payments 
wherever this can be done without danger to the United Kingdom 
balance of payments, and without encouraging undesirable capital move- 
ments. Accordingly, the United Kingdom have made the following 
specific modifications to take effect as from January 1, 1950, in the 
present Exchange Control practice as regards payments to all O.E.E.C. 
countries except those few—Belgium, Luxemburg and Switzerland— 
which must at present be regarded as hard currency countries. 

Non-residents working in the United Kingdom for a limited period 
are now allowed to remit to their home countries as much as they 
can save out of their earnings. Up to January 1, 1950, the amount 
was normally restricted to 50 per cent. of their earnings. 

The United Kingdom is prepared to give more liberal treatment 
to applications by private individuals to remit money for compas- 
sionate purposes to relatives or dependants abroad in the countries 
concerned. Such applications have hitherto been scaled down to a 
bare minimum. 

The United Kingdom will in future allow emigrants from the 
United Kingdom to these countries to take out up to a maximum of 
£5,000 of their capital spread over four years, instead of £1,000 as 
at present. 

The United Kingdom will give similar treatment to foreign nationals 
leaving the United Kingdom to take up permanent residence in any 
of these countr@®, even in cases where they are not returning to their 
own country of origin. Up to now such persons were only allowed 
to transfer a total of £1,000 

A further relaxation, which also took effect on January 1, 1950, 
applies to all countries alike, and not merely to the O.E.E.C. countries. 
Where in future capital comes into the United Kingdom from any 
country outside the sterling area for approved investment projects, 
the United Kingdom will normally allow capital so brought over to 
be taken out again at any time up to the amount of the original 
investment. Such capital has been blocked for a minimum period 
of 10 years. 


Space Reservation at Industrial 
Finishes Exhibition 


I ESERVATION LISTS for space in the Finishes 

Exhibition will be closed early this year. At present, per cent. 
of the Exhibition space has already been allotted to representatives 
of the paint, electro-plating, pre-treatment, wood finishing and 
finishing applications industries. Priority is being given to those 
firms who had already reserved space in the postponed 1949 Exhibi- 
tion. ‘The Exhibition Hall at Earls Court to be used by the Exhibition 
is roughly 50,000 square feet in area and about 60 per cent. of this 
will be occupied by the 100-120 exhibitors’ stands. 

As a result of discussions with the trade, the Exhibition has been 
shortened to eight days and the cost of space reduced to 10s. per 
square foot. The shell stands inciuding platform, back and sides, 
partitioning, fascia and muslin roof, are rated at 6s. 6d. per square foot. 
and these will be provided in certain sections of the hall by the 
Exhibition organizers. There is another small percentage charge 
varying with the number of open sides to the stand.

Among the vessels recorded as entering in ballast, 1,107,000 tons 
net, those with passengers only, 226,000 tons, were, on a daily average 
basis, 27 per cent. greater than in October. For vessels calling for 
bunkers only, 108,000 tons, the daily rate was the highest since April. 


Clearances of all vessels in ballast aggregated 1,993,000 tons net, 
of which 749,000 tons related to vessels which loaded bunkers only, the 
daily rate for this category being the lowest since April 1944. The 
tonnage cleared with passengers only, 181,000 tons, was slightly above 
the low figure for October, while for other vessels clearing in ballast 
the rate was greater by 23 per cent.

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Purchase Tax Announcements 


S A RESULT of representations received since the issue of the 

announcement of December 13, 1949 (see Board of Trade Journal 
of December 17, page 1205) about the sizes specified therein for 
shopping-bags, the Commissioners of Customs and Excise, after 
further consultation wiih the Trade Associations concerned, are now 
prepared to regard the exemption for shopping-bags in Group 23 (e) 
of the Tax Schedule as applicable to open bags customarily called 
shopping-bags in the trade which comply with all of the following 
conditions : 

(a) The bag must be : 

(i) not less than 12 inches or more than 18 inches in length 
(excluding gussets) and 

(ii) not less than 7 inches or more than 12 inches in height 
(excluding any gusset). 

(b) The bag must not have more than two external pockets. 

(c) The bag must be without eyelets or eyelet holes. 

(d) The bag must be without internal fittings and without internal 

por kets. 

Conditions (b) to (d) above are as stated in the earlier announcement. 
As stated in that announcement, a bag which is not customarily 
called a shopping-bag in the trade, e.g., a knitting bag, is chargeable 
with tax irrespective of its size, etc. 


Water Heating Appliances 


THE TREASURY have made an Order under Section 21 of the 
Finance Act, 1948, entitled ‘‘ The Purchase Tax (No. 6) Order, 1949 ”’ 
(Statutory Instruments, 1949, No. 2453), the effect of which is :- 

(a) to reduce the tax on thermal storage water heaters suitable for 
operation from electric mains from 100 per cent. to 66% per 
cent. ; and 

(b) to exempt from tax instantaneous water heaters which are not 
suitable for operation from electric or gas mains. 

The reduction at (a) applies only to water heaters of the “ self- 
contained ’’ type, i.e., the factory-made assembly comprising an 
insulated vessel, heater, and thermostat complete in an outer case. 
‘The exemption at (b) applies only to instantaneous water heaters not 
operable from the mains, e.g., instantaneous heaters using ‘‘ bottled,”’ 
or calor, gas. 

The position of instantaneous water heaters, immersion water 
heaters and circulator water heaters operable from the electric or gas 
mains remains unchanged. 

The Order applies to appliances of the kinds specified which are 
delivered on sale, or appropriated to retail trade or similar purposes, 
on or after January 9, 1950, and to imported goods which are entered 
with the Customs for clearance on payment of tax, or which are 
delivered from bonded warehouse for home consumption on or after 
that date 

As from January 9 the following paragraph is substituted for 
Group 12 (b) of the Purchase Tax Schedule in Notice No. 78 :

announcements of births, marriages or deaths ; 

congratulations, thanks or compliments ; 

mottoes or texts. 

Articles of this character will be chargeable at the rate of 100 per 
cent. unless they are of the “‘ plain ’’ variety, defined in Group34 (c)(ii), 
when the rate will be 334 per cent. These rates will apply whether the 
articles are produced in quantity for general sale or not, and the owner- 
ship of the copyright will cease to affect the rate of tax. Pictorial 
articles of this character which reproduce old pictures, prints, engrav- 
ings, etc., will cease to be eligible for the 66% per cent. rate under 
Group 25 (b).

Record Production in November 


TOTAL production of rayon yarn during November was the highest 


ever recorded. It was 7 per cent. greater than in October, 3 per 
eent. above the previous record set up in September and 17 per cent. 
higher than the average for the first eleven months of this year. 
Production of continuous filament yarn reached a new record 1 per 
cent. higher than the previous one made in March last and nearly a 
tenth more than the January-November average. 

The figure for staple fibre production was the second highest on 
record, only 2 per cent. below that for last September and more than 
a quarter higher than the monthly average for January to November. 

Compared with a year earlier, production of continuous filament 
yarn was greater by more than a seventh, that of staple fibre was up 
by about two-thirds and total production by almost a third.

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Supplies of Consumer Goods 
Latest October Figures 


HE LATEST figures of supplies for the home civilian market 
show lower deliveries in October than in September. 

Supplies of radio sets were more than a tenth lower than in 
September, prams and folders were down by 4 per cent. while push 
chairs fell by nearly one-half. Pedal cycles showed little change at 
only one per cent. below the previous month’s output.

Commencing with the July-September period, figures for utility 
furniture are being published as monthly rates for each quarter of the 
year, those for the first period being given below. The index for 
wooden furniture production during the three months was 2 per cent. 
higher than for April to June and more than 25 per cent. higher than 
for the third quarter of 1948. 

Smaller quantities of most of the household types of brushes and 
brooms were supplied during July to September than in the second 
quarter, but, with the exception of tooth and denture brushes, all 
types of toilet brushes were more plentiful. Figures for ‘“ Other 
household types ’’ are no longer available for publication.

“ There’s a lot of good sense in that if only manufacturers 
in Britain would heed it,’’ she writes. ‘‘ They have only 
begun to scratch the surface of the Canadian sales which, I 
am sure, would be possible if only they would devote more 
time, money and study to selling in this market. So many 
goods from Britain could be packaged more attractively and 
nae their wording appropriate to North Americans. 


‘** Likewise, they should advertise the goods in the districts 
where they can be bought ; for in a country rampant with 
aggressive salesmanship one has to search for British goods in 
the stores to see what is there. . . .One gets the impression 
that far too many firms are resting on their reputation, which 
may be fine for England, but certainly cuts no ice in Canada 
or the United States where, as the Board of Trade Journal so 
truly puts it, goods have to be sold, when in the Old Country 
they would just be bought.”’ 

The views expressed above are not necessarily those of the 
Board of Trade, but it may be that they are worthy of atten- 
tion as coming from an E nglishwoman on the spot. A 
limited number of copies of the Board of Trade Yournal 
“* Exports to Canada’ number are still available.

Export Service of British 
Pharmaceutical Industry 


EXPORT GROUP for the Pharmaceutical Industry has 
been merged with the Association of British Pharmaceutical 


HE 


Industry. The change took place on January 1, and the joint organiza- 
tion is now carrying on under the title of the Association of British 
Pharmaceutical Industry. 

The Association state that it was regarded as an essential feature 
of the merger that the joint organization should provide at least as 
good an export service to its members as was enjoyed by the members 
of the Pharmaceutical Export Group. It was also insisted that there 
should be a guaranteed and adequate representation of export interests 
on the governing body of the joint organization. 

Other matters which are receiving the Council’s attention are the 
question of stimulating productivity in the industry by means of the 
mutual interchange of knowledge already existing among firms in 
this country, and by the suggested organization of a team to visit 
American establishments under the auspices of the Anglo-American 
Productivity Council. 

On the export side activity is being particularly directed to the 
possibilities of increasing exports to the dollar markets. Special 
attention is being paid to Canada. At the same time, the Association 
state, it should be borne in mind that pharmaceutical preparations 
are not to be regarded as ordinary commodities of trade, and the 
importance of maintaining supplies of branded medical specialities 
to existing markets in which the prescribers demand them cannot be 
overestimated. It is also important to remember that the reputation 
of British medical specialities abroad is largely built up on the basis 
of their clinical acceptance and use in this country.

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Growing Part Played by Los Angeles and South 


California in Pacific Coast Trade 


HE growing part played by Los Angeles and South California in 

the trade and industry of the Pacific Coast is shown in tables 

below, forwarded to the Board of Trade from the office of the 
British Consulate General in Los Angeles. This trading area now 
claims to be the third largest in the United States, ranking only after 
New York and Chicago, and British manufacturers and exporters may 
wish to consider the desirability of giving it more direct attention. 


In terms of industria! wages it will be seen that in 1947 the Metro- 
politan area of Los Angeles accounted for 53-9 per cent. of the total 
for the entire State of California, and to this must be added a consider- 
able proportion of the amount of 20-4 per cent. paid in “‘ other areas.”’ 
The share of the metropolitan area of San Francisco is 25-7 per cent. 
of the total for the State. 

Los Angeles also accounted for 51-4 per cent. and San Francisco 
26:3 per cent. of the total value of California’s manufactures. To 
Los Angeles’ share again a considerable proportion should be added 
to the share allocated to ‘‘ other areas.”’ 

In 1948 the total retail sales in the domestic trade were shared as 
follows :—Los Angeles, 50-9 per cent. ; San Francisco, 26-9 per 
cent., and “‘ other areas,’’ 22-2 per cent. 

The figures shown for net effective buying income in 1948 are 
equally interesting as an indication of the opportunity available for 
British wares. ‘The figures for Los Angeles are 50-8 per cent. ; San 
Francisco, 28-1 per cent., and ‘‘ other areas,”’ 21-1 per cent. 

For several reasons the import and export figures shown in the third 


table are rather less satisfactory because :— 

Bullion shipped to and from the San Francisco Mint is included 
in these returns. 

The West Coast ports were largely out of action for a period 
of nearly five months during 1948, during which time goods 
reached the West Coast markets either through Vanceuver or 
overland from Eastern and Gulf ports. 

The import of fertilizer from the British Columbia plant at 
Trail through the ports of the State of Washington gave a some- 
what misleading impression. 

The value of foreign trade cannot be correctly assessed by an 
examination of the port figures, because many of the expensive and 
relatively light goods ordered from Britain or Europe (for example, 
cashmere sweaters, socks and the like) enter the United States through 
New York and are shipped by rail or air express. Such items, there- 
fore, do not figure in the returns of foreign trade compiled by the 
Customs areas of the West Coast. 

As yet Los Angeles is insufficiently import-conscious and feels that 
it is “‘ up to the British merchant to make his wares known and to 
create a demand by high-pressure salesmanship and efficient adver- 
tising campaigns.’’ By personally and at regular intervals visiting 
Los Angeles, and still more by remaining sufficiently long to establish 
proper contacts, British business men may still find gold in Los 
Angeles, although it will take careful sifting and there may be dis- 
appointments. Just the same, Los Angeles is, by and large, 
unbroached territory for British exporters at present.

Import of Sugar-Fat Mixtures 


THE Ministry of Food, in agreement with the Board of Trade, 
announces that from January 31, 1950, some changes have been made 
in the arrangements for the importation of sugar-fat mixtures from 
Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Faroe Islands, Holland, the Irish Republic, 
Norway and Sweden. 

Provided the applicant undertakes to comply with certain conditions, 
the Board of Trade will consider the issue of a block licence on and 


after January 1, 1950. The block licence will allow the trader to 
import sugar-fat mixtures *(formerly described as sweetened fat) 
from the above-named countries, in accordance with the conditions 
specified, without having to obtain individual licences for specific 
quantities. 

Bona-fide traders are invited to apply for import licences now. 
For administrative convenience these applications should be submitted 
to the Import Licensing Department, Board of Trade, through the 
Ministry of Food, Miscellaneous Food Products Division, 6-10 
Sussex Place, London, N.W.1.

Import Duties Drawback Order 


THE Treasury have made the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 17) 
Order, 1949, which provides for the continuance of drawback, in 
respect of jute tissue used in the manufacture of sacks, for a further 
period of one year. 

The Order which came into cperation on January 1, 1950, has 
been published as Statutory Inscruments 1949, No. 2426. 


Vehicles Excise Act 

THE Vehicles (Excise) Act, 1949, which came into force on January 1, 
1950, constitutes the complete s_atutory code on excise licensing and 
registration of mechanically-propelled vehicles previously enacted 
in the Roads Act, 1920, and the Finance Acts of 1920 and onwards. 
The Ministry of Transport states that this new Act, which merely 
consolidates the existing law, assembles, re-groups and modernizes 
the relevant provisions of more than twenty statutes. 


B.O.A.C.’s Increased Passenger and Cargo Traffic in 1949 


A PRELIMINARY estimate of the British Overseas Airways Cor- 
poration’s traffic figures for 1949 shows that the Corporation carried 
nearly 150,000 passengers and flew 408,625,763 passenger miles during 
the year. The figures for 1948 were 119,000 passengers and 
365,500,000 passenger miles 

In 1949 B.O.A.C. carried 3,969 tons of cargo, including diplomatic 
mail and excess baggage, compared with 3,166 tons last year. 

The amount of mail carried also shows an increase, from 1,767 tons 
to 1,805 tons. 

Notable events in the Corporation’s year included the introduction 
of Argonaut Speedbirds on many of the routes to the Middle and Far 
East, and Stratocruisers on the London/New York service. 

During the year B.O.A.C.’s route service mileage increased to 
175,000 miles, largely as a result of the merger with British South 
American Airways. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 
Soft Solders 


The need to economize in raw materials during the war led to the 
issue of a war emergency edition of B.S.219:1949, Soft Solders, 
restricting the number of grades to five. 

It has now been found possible to revise this standard to include 
five antimonial and five non-antimonial solders and it is considered 
that these will cover all common requirements. Slight alterations 
have been made to the composition of some of the solders that were 
covered in the earlier edition. The difficulties of defining the limits 
of certain impurities and the absence of routine methods of deter- 
mining the very small proportions involved have been recognized 
and the methods of specifying these impurities have therefore been 
modified. An appendix is included giving the melting characteristics 
and typical uses of the solders, while a further appendix gives more 
information regarding solders intended for service at higher tem- 
peratures than those for which the normal alloys covered by the 
standard are suitable.

Nickel and Nickel Alloy Tubes for General Purposes 


Completion has been announced of the British Standards for nickel 
and nickel alloy products by the issue of B.S.1531-3, Nickel and nickel 
alloy tubes for general purposes. ‘The new standards cover malleable 
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nickel, nickel-copper and nickel-chromium-iron tubes for general 
purposes. The standards lay down chemical composition and mech- 
anical properties; a drifting test is specified and provision is made for 
a hydraulic test to be agreed between the manufacturer and the 
purchaser if this is desired. Tolerances are specified on outside 
diameter, wall thickness and length. 

Details are also given in regard to test certificates, independent 
tests, freedom from defects and facilities for testing. An appendix 
gives details of the information which should be given by the pur- 
chaser in enquiries or orders.

Copper Sheet and Strip for Roojing and Other Building 
Purposes

Reciprocating Internal Combustion Engines for Marine

internal combustion turbines 

This latest edition emphasizes the fact that the Specification covers 
marine auxiliary engines for use on board ship, and includes com- 
prehensive statements on the derating of Diesel engines under various 
conditions of operation, and these statements are made explicit by 
full examples. 

In addition, attention is drawn to the Appendix which contains 
details of the information which should form an essential part of 
any enquiry for Diesel engines, so as to ensure that the supplier is 
adequately advised as to the duty to be performed.

Numbering of Cylinders for Internal Combustion Engines 


A British Standard has been prepared to specify the manner of 
identifying cylinders of reciprocating internal combustion engines, 
with a view to securing greater uniformity in this respect. It defines 
the primary driving end, the “ free’’ or ‘‘ secondary driving ’’ end, 
and it determines a ‘‘ bank’’ and a “ row.’’ It then refers to the 
numbering of cylinders in banks and the method of lettering the banks.

The standard deals with materials and dimensions of press tool 
sets for use with presses up to about 80 tons capacity and covers the 
following types :— 

Rear post, rear post el ongated, diagonal post square, diagonal post 
elongated, centre post elongated and rear post reversed elongated 
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press tool sets. Guide posts, guide bushes, plain shanks and screwed 
shanks are also standardized. 

Discussion during the preparation of the standard demonstrated 
the need for a common language when talking about the various items 
that go to form a complete press tool set and press tool. As a result 
an Appendix has been included which sets out the recommended 
names of these items and this Appendix is supported by twenty-two 
examples of complete tools which will undoubtedly be of considerable 
interest to students and those engaged in press tool designs although the 
standard does stress the fact that these examples should not bi re- 
garded as standard design.

Steel Pipe Flanges and Flanged Fittings for the Petroleum 
Industry 


British Standard 1560, Steel pipe flanges and flanged fittings for 
the Petroleum Industry, is a companion document to B.S.1575, 
Cast Iron pipe flanges and flanged fittings, Class 125, for the Petroleum 
Industry, and B.S.1576, Cast Iron pipe flanges and flanged fittings, 
Class 250, for the Petroleum Industry. 

This standard has been prepared after careful consideration of the 
American Standards Association standard for steel pipe flanges and 
flanged fittings, due to its suitability for use in the Petroleum Industry, 
and the advantage of ensuring interchangeability ir, practice between 
equipment produced by American and British Manufacturers. 

It gives details for the design and construction of flanges and 
flanged fittings and provides detailed tables giving all the dimensions 
required. Appendices are included, giving details for marking as 
well as pressure-temperature rating tables and material specifications.

Safety Glass for Land Transport 


The British Standards Institution has published a revision of B.S.857 
“* Safety glass for land transport,’’ modified in the light of improve- 
ments in the technique of manufacture of safety glass since the first 
issue of the Standard in 1939. The new edition includes both curved 
and flat safety glasses and covers heat-treated safety glass in the thick- 
ness range 5/32 in. to # in. and laminated glass of thicknesses from 
3/16 in. to fin. Safety properties and quality, limits of thickness, 
marking and selection of test samples are dealt with in the general 
clauses of the specification. 

Uniformity and fragmentation tests are prescribed for heat-treated 
glass, and humidity, mechanical strength, and adhesion tests are 
specified for laminated glass. The humidity and mechanical strength 
tests of the 1939 edition are unaltered in principle, but the inter- 
pretation of results has been placed on a sounder statistical basis. 

The use of the certification mark of the British Standards Institution 
is now compulsory on heat-treated safety glass which complies with 
B.S.857.

Cables ana Flexible Cords for Electrical Equipment of 
Ships 


In the revised edition of B.S.883, ‘‘ Cables and Flexible Cords 
for Electrical Equipment of Ships,’’ the section covering vulcanized- 
rubber-insulated cables, has been enlarged to include polychloroprene- 
sheathed types and communication cables. Three sections dealing 
with the following have been added :— 

(a) Cables with fire-resisting, rubber-like insulation. 

(b) 660 volt varnished-cambric-insulated polychloroprene-sheathed, 

braided, and compounded cables. 

(c) Mineral-insulated, copper-sheathed cables. 

Corresponding additions have been made to the tables of dimensions 

During recent years great strides have been made in the technology 
of compounding rubber and other mixtures and this edition of B.S.883 
prescribes tests, including accelerated ageing tests, which will dis- 
tinguish good qualities, so far as many of the industrial usages of 
that material are concerned. It has not so far been possible, however, 
to devise artificial ageing tests which simulate the conditions of 
natural ageing with suficient accuracy to provide a criterion by 
which, in the absence of a knowledge of the ingredients, the relative 
merits of good vulcanized mixtures can be assessed; this applies 
particularly to electric cables, in which the perishable insulant is 
not in general exposed to the mechanical wear and tear which limits 
the “‘life’’ of many rubber appliances but is designed to ensure 
the retention of good electrical characteristics during the longest 
possible period of service in situ. 

The section dealing with tests has been rearranged and enlarged 
so that the tests are grouped under cable types and are described in 
greater detail.

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OVERSEAS TRADE SECTION 


Industrial Production in the Netherlands Surpasses 
Pre-War Level 


ESPITE the many difficulties which have had to be overcome, 

the present economic situation of the Netherlands presents many 

hopeful aspects. Many of the bottlenecks which at first ham- 
pered the country’s rehabilitation have been gradually overcome ; 
labour productivity (though still only 83 per cent. of pre-war) is rising 
and total industrial production has surpassed the pre-war level, though 
some industries still lag behind, particularly coal-mining and the 
cotton industry. Domestic and export turnover have shown material 
advances, and a more balanced relation has been arrived at between 
supply and demand of a large number of raw materials and finished 
products. 

Interesting and useful information on these and many other points 
is given by the Counsellor (Commercial) to His Majesty’s Embassy at 
The Hague in his Report* on Economic and Commercial Conditions 
in the Netherlands. He mentions that the progress made has enabled 
the abolition of rationing of many articles (footwear, tyres, eggs, tea, 
cocoa, bread, flour, sugar, jam, sweets, soap, etc. ) and a reduction in 
Government interference in the nation’s economic life. 

This has stimulated the recovery of equilibrium between Govern- 
ment revenues and expenditures to the benefit of the monetary 
situation. Subsidies and price controls on various articles have been 
abolished or reduced, though it is the intention to abolish price controls 
only when it is reasonably certain that increasing competition will 
prevent a rise in prices. 


Foreign Trade 


Soon after the liberation, the Netherlands Government started to 
conclude bilateral commercial and payments agreements, as inter- 
national economic conditions were unfavourable to multilateral trade. 
A list of these agreements is given in Appendix III of the Report. 

In this connection mention must be made of the Belgo-Netherlands- 
Luxemburg Customs Union, which came into effect on January 1, 
1948 ; it is contemplated that this will be followed by a complete 
Economic Union by July 1, 1950. This is dealt with in detail in 
Chapter V of the Report. 

In 1946, total exports from the Neth-rlands were only 0-9 per cent. 
of world exports, but in 1948 they amounted to 1-9 per cent., an 
increase of over 100 per cent. Nevertheless, in view of the decline in 
earnings from shipping, transit trade and foreign investments, exports 
must be stepped up considerably in order to achieve equilibrium in the 
balance of payments. Meanwhile, the sellers’ market is gradually 
disappearing and, generally speaking, optimism regarding the Nether- 
lands’ balance of payments is justified only if the quality of the export 
goods is steadily increased and prices are kept at a relatively low level. 

Exports, which in 1946 were valued at only FI. 785 million, 
amounted to FI. 1-9 milliard in 1947 and FI. 2-7 milliard in 1948, while 
imports rose from F1. 2-1 milliard in 1946 to Fl. 4:3 milliard in 1947 
and Fl. 5 milliard in 1948, an increase in the aggregate value of the 
Netherlands trade of 150 per cent. in two years. The deficit in the 
balance of trade increased from FI. 1,520 million in 1946 to FI. 2,392 
million in 1947, but fell slightly to Fl. 2,250 million in 1948. Over 
the whole of 1948, exports covered 54-8 per cent. of imports compared 
with 734 per cent. before the war. A better picture of the improve- 
ment in the Netherlands balance of trade is obtained, however, when 
it is remembered that, in January 1948, exports covered only 38 per 
cent. of imports, while by the end of the year this figure had risen to 
about 64 per cent. 

The heavy decline in exports to Germany and the United Kingdom 
was more or less balanced by increased exports to nearly all other 
European countries—particularly Belgium and Luxemburg. The 
most spectacular change in global distribution has been the decline in 
Germany’s share in the trade of the Netherlands, although since the 
middle of 1948 this has rapidly increased. Europe’s share in the 
Netherlands imports declined from 61-7 per cent. in 1938 to 46°5 per 
cent. in 1947 and 53:7 per cent. in 1948, as | against a rise in the Western 
Hemisphere’s share from 22-2 per cent. in 1938 to 43-7 per cent. in 
1947 and 35-4 Per cent. in 1948, with consequent unfavourable effect 
on the country’s foreign exchange position, though a gradual improve- 
ment is noticeable. 


In 1947 and 1948 the balance of trade with the United Kingdom 
still showed a deficit (1947, Fl. 168 million ; 1948, Fl. 80 millon). 
With other parts of the sterling area (excluding Palestine), however, the 
trade balance showed a surplus in 1947 of FI. 42 million (exports of 
FI. 168 million, imports FI. 126 million), but in 1948 this turned into a 
deficit of Fl. 5 million (exports F1. 220 million, imports F1. 216 million). 
This situation is precisely the reverse of that prevailing before the war, 
when the balance of trade with the sterling area was always in favour 
of the Netherlands. 


Trade with United Kingdom 

Arrangements for trade between the United Kingdom and the 
Netherlands were provided by the Monetary t made between 
the two countries on September 7, 1945, but in the early stages of the 
resumption of trade the devastation of war denied the Netherlands the 
opportunity of supplying foodstuffs and agricultural and industrial 
products in return for the imports so necessary for her rehabilitation. 
During 1946 Netherlands exports to the United Kingdom amounted 
to Fl. 88 million only whilst the insistent need for imports brought her 
bill for United Kingdom goods to Fi. 347} million. 

It followed that when early in 1947 negotiations took place for a 
Trade Agreement, the Netherlands found it necessary to confine their 
sterling purchases almost entirely to essential goods. A small alloca- 
tion of sterling was made available for less-essential products (in 
certain cases on a token basis), the object being to restore in some small 
measure the traditional pre-war trade of United Kingdom manufac- 
turers and exporters in goods not urgently required for the rehabilita- 
tion of the Netherlands. Requirements of capital and other essential 
goods were provided for in the autonomous import programme 
planned by the Netherlands Government. 

In 1947 the balance of trade with the United Kingdom still showed 
a deficit, imports amounting to Fl. 408 million, whilst, despite the 
resumption of some trade in agricultural and horticultural products, 
exports at Fl. 240 million were rather less than 60 per cent. by value 
of imports. 

In 1948, the United Kingdom resumed once more the supply of 
some coal to the Netheriands, enabling her to reduce imports of 
American coal and thereby save precious dollars. Other purchases 
from the United Kingdom included a quantity of steel, whilst the 
Netherlands undertook to supply quantities of dairy produce, bacon 
and egys, vegetables, seeds, flax, strawboard, superphosphates, etc., 
and a variety of industrial proclucts. 

Again, by far the greater part of the imports from the United 
Kingdom consisted of essential goods. On the other hand, a list of 
“* largely consumer ’’ goods was agreed with the Netherlands for which 
they set aside specific allocations of sterling, but the total value of these 
“less essential ’’ goods was rather less than 10 per cent. of the total 
trade envisaged, and the bulk of the import trade from the United 
Kingdom was based on the Netherlands programme. In fact, they 
found it possible, on account of the improvement in their sterling 
resources resulting from the considerable increase in exports to the 
United Kingdom of the Netherlands agricultural, horticultural and 
dairy produce and manufactures, to purchase more sterling goods in 
1948 than had seemed likely early im the year. Exports to the 
United Kingdom amounted to Fl. 382 million, representing 83 per 
cent. of imports, which reached Fl. 462 million. 

Although, generally speaking, import licences have been issued with 
reasonable fresdom having regard to the limited sterling resources of 
the Netherlands, occasional difficulties were experienced in respect of 
certain goods included in their import programme. 


1949 Trade Agreement 


Early in 1949, a new agreement was concluded with the Netherlands 
and Indonesia covering an exchange of goods to a total value of about 
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£145 million. This was a very considerable improvement on 1948. 
The agreement aimed at the attainment of equilibrium in the value of 
the goods to be exchanged in the form of visible exports. ‘The Nether- 
lands will step up considerably their supplies of dairy produce and 
other foodstuffs to the United Kingdom and the United Kingdom was 
to deliver increased quantities of coal, steel, tin-plate, yarns and many 
finished and semi-finished industrial products. 

As regards United Kingdom trade with Indonesia, the latter were to 
resume deliveries of copra and palm oil, and the total value of Indo- 
nesian exports to the United Kingdom (mainly foodstuffs and raw 
materials) were to amount to about £8 million. In return, the United 
Kingdom were to supply Indonesia with £13 million worth of manu- 
factured articles. 

Quotas were again fixed for only a relatively small part of the 
less-essential goods to be exchanged. 

As to the future, whilst by comparison with previous years the 
Netherlands are no longer seriously short of sterling, and the upward 
curve of our exports should not be halted, competition will increase 
from the upsurge of German industry and developments in the 
Benelux area itself. 


General 


In endeavouring to arrive at an assessment of the prospects for in- 
creasing United Kingdom exports into the Netherlands, certain govern- 
ing factors beyond the control of the United Kingdom exporter must 
be taken into consideration. ‘The deciding factor in the granting of 
import licences is, generally speaking, the degree of local production 
and the extent of the Netherlands holdings of currency of the supplying 
country. 


From the trend of events since the Liberation it may be said that in 
this respect the United Kingdom has been in a more or less favourable 
position, and up to the time of writing (July 1949) the balance of trade 
has been in her favour, notwithstanding a considerable number of 
complaints of refusal of licences. ‘These have been mainly in respect 
of semi- and/or non-essential goods, for which allocations have 
admittedly been kept within comparatively small limits in favour of 
the Netherlands Government’s autonomous programme of purchases 
of essential and capital goods for the rehabilitation of the country’s 
industrial activity. 

The establishment of the Benelux Economic Union timed for July 
1950 is, of course, also likely to affect United Kingdom trade with its 
component parts. The principal trades likely to be affected are 
chemicals, semi-finished copper goods, cellulose wrapping, cement, 
electrical and radio equipment, textiles (particularly cotton), clothing 
and glassware. 


Included in the report of the Counsellor (Commercial) are chap ters 
covering the Netherlands Financial Position ; Trade with Overseas 
Territories ; Foreign Trade ; Co-operative Movements in the 
Netherlands ; Reconstruction ; Agriculture and Fisheries ; ‘T'rans- 
port and Social Conditions.

Correspondence with U.K. Trade 
Commissioners Overseas

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Trade Between United Kingdom 


and Yugoslavia 


S ANNOUNCED in the Board of Trade Journal on December 31, 

a Trade Agreement and an Agreement on Compensation for former 
British-owned property in Yugoslavia were signed in Belgrade on 
December 26. Both Agreements will be published shortly.

affects all industrial and communications enterprises which have 
foreign capital and employ ten persons or more.

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Mexico Pays Dollars for Its Imports 


EXICAN importers are showing much interest in United 

Kingdom goods as the full benefit of the new sterling rate is 
felt, states the Counsellor (Commercial) to His Majesty’s Em- 
bassy in Mexico City in his ‘ Report on Economic and Commercial 
Conditions in Mexico.’’* 

Some United Kingdom firms already have good agents in Mexico 
and are able immediately to take advantage of opportunities to increase 
their sales. Many more firms who have neglected the Mexican market 
because they thought it too small, risky or difficult should, the writer 
suggests, without delay take steps to find agents. Mexico still pays 
dollars for what it buys. 

In some trades business conditions may not be identical with those 
to which United Kingdom firms are accustomed, but experienced 
export firms in Great Britain who are able to adapt themselves to 
business conditions customary in Mexico will find that they can 
establish profitable and permanent business relations. There is no 
better way of opening new relations than by personal visits to Mexico 
to survey conditions on the spot. 

The report points out, however, that Mexico’s import trade was 
seriously affected by the new prohibition announced on June 21, 1949, 
including many consumer goods such as woollen and worsted piece- 
goods, lace, apparel, footwear, hats and cosmetics. It was expected 
that these restrictions would keep out many traditional lines which 
had been bought from the United Kingdom for many years, but on 
the other hand the demand for goods such as raw wool, chemicals 
and industrial machinery would increase. 


United Kingdom Goods in Demand 

Imports into Mexico from the United Kingdom which were about 
20 million pesos in 1938, dropped to 17 million pesos in 1944, but 
increased rapidly after the war, being 51 million pesos in 1946, 65 
million pesos in 1947 and 86 million pesos in 1948. 

On the subject of engineering and allied imports, the report points 
out that most of the older machinery in use in power plants, textile 
mills, sugar mills, cement works, etc., is of United Kingdom origin. 
Its age is a recommendation of its quality. When the last war ended 
and the delayed renovation of industrial plant began, United Kingdom 
manufacturers could have obtained more orders than they did but for 
their production difficulties, which caused slower delivery than was 
offered by United States firms. The earlier delivery dates were in 
many cases decisive in securing orders. 

Nevertheless some large orders for textile and cement machinery 
were placed in the United Kingdom and trade returns show that 
industrial plant is one of the leading lines of exports from the United 
Kingdom to Mexico. There is also a regular trade in machinery parts, 
particularly for textile mills. ‘There is a demand for small Diesels, oil 
engines and pumps, provided that stocks are kept in Mexico and 
adequate service is given. There is also a demand for black plate, 
tinplate, pipes and tubes, rails and wire, hardware, scythes, sickles, 
machetes, carpenters’ tools, engineers’ hand tools, needles, etc. 
Bicycles are an important and old-esta blished line of imports from the 
United Kingdom. The British bicycle has a good reputation in 
Mexico ; it is sturdy and the price is reasonable. 

Other items worthy of mention are glazed tiles, electric cables, 
electrical equipment, cinematograph equipment, linoleum, whisky 
cellulose sheets and bicycle tyres. In regard to chemicals, the United 
Kingdom might supply larger quantities of heavy chemicals, fertilizers, 
insecticides, colours and dyes. The trade in pharmaceuticals is 
substantial, an important item being penicillin. Creosote is supplied 
for treating railway sleepers.

As was the case with many other Latin American countries, Mexico 
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accumulated dollars during the last war, and spent them rapidly in 
1946 and 1947 to satisfy the pent-up demand for essential capital 
goods and for consumer goods. By the second half of 1947, the 
Government was using import restrictions to control the inflow of 
imports in order to bring about a more stable balance of trade. 

The commodities that Mexico imports include a wide variety of 
plant and machinery, gasoline and lubricants, wheat and flour, 
brewers’ barley, lard and milk products in addition to those enumerated 
in the paragraphs dealing with goods in demand from the United 
Kingdom. 

Mexico exports lead, silver, copper, zine, antimony, mercury and 
other metals, crude oil and petroleum products, fish, coffee, tomatoes, 
chick-peas, bananas, linseed, sugar, molasses, timber, raw cotton, 
henequen, cotton fabrics, ropes and twine. Metals and oil are 
Mexico’s traditional exports, but in recent years the value of exports 
of fish and shell-fish, raw cotton and sugar, has greatly increased in 
relation to the traditional exports. Meat could also become an 
important export and figures of both imports and exports are available 
in the appendices to the report. 

There are seven sections to the report, ie., Finance ; Trade ; 
Agriculture; Mining and Petroleum ; Industry ; Labour, Social 
Questions and Administration ; and Transport and Communications.

Settlement of Securities for 
Western Zones of Germany 


HE provisions of the Ordinance for the Settlement of Securities | 

in the British and American Zones of Germany have been extended 
to the French Zone and the Western Sectors of Berlin through 
corresponding ordinances. A previous notice regarding this matter 
appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on October 15, 1949, p. 742. 

The Ordinences apply only to securities expressed in German 
currency which were issued up to May 8, 1945, by an enterprise 
which had its seat within the British, American or French Zones and 
the Western Sectors of Berlin and by a Local Government or 
Municipality which had its seat within the British, American or 
French Zones. Securities issued by the Reich and its Agencies do 
not come within the scope of the Ordinance. 

The fifth paragraph of the notice published on October 15, explains 
the procedure for securities deposited in the Western Zones, This 
procedure now applies equally to securities held deposited in the 
Western Sectors of Berlin, whose rightful owners should apply under 
Article 2 (2) of the Ordinance for Certificates of Negotiability through 
the bank in which the securities are deposited. Application should 
be made before February 1, 1950. 

In respect of securities not covered by the preceding paragraph, 
the position is as follows :— 

(a) If the securities have been held outside Germany since January 
1, 1945, and are deposited with a bank outside Germany, application 
may be made for Certificates of Negotiability, to be issued by the 
Investigating Authorities in Germany, confirming the validity of such 
securities. 

(b) In all other cases, e.g., if the securities have been lost, destroyed, 
or are otherwise not available as evidence of the rightful owner’s 
rights or title, application may be made for such share in a Collective 
Document as may be determined by the Investigating Authorities 
in Germany after all applications have been received and dealt with. 
The share will eventually be notified to the applicant and a new 
security issued in due course in respect thereof. 

As regards the method of completing an application under para. 4 
above, claimants are advised to consult their bankers or brokers in the 
United Kingdom. The necessary forms for the completion of 
applications under paragraph 4 above, can be obtained through banks 
and brokers in the United Kingdom, who will be in a position to 
obtain expert advice on technical questions arising from the operation 
of the Ordinance. 

It will not normally be necessary to forward the actual securities or 
supporting documents to Germany. 

All securities to which the Ordinance applies and for which no 
Certificate of Negotiability is or may be issued will be null and void.

Trade Agreement Between 


Switzerland and Netherlands 


NEW Trade Agreement between Switzerland and the Netherlands 

was signed on October 21, 1949. It entered into force with retro- 
active effect from October 1, 1949, and is valid until September 30, 
1950. 

As Swiss imports of Dutch merchandise showed a marked decline 
in the pre-devaluation period, the Swiss exports to the Netherlands 
thave had to be adjusted accordingly, so that the volume of trade 
envisaged in the new Agreement is considerably less than in the 
Previous agreement. Lists of import quotas have been drawn up 
on each side. The Dutch import quotas will in general be distributed 
fon a quarterly basis, and for the first quarter 18 per cent. of the 
quot: as were to be released. 

Swiss exports to the Netherlands include textile yarns, fabrics 
and made-up goods, apparel, machines and vehicles of all kinds, 
aluminium and manufactures thereof, other metal products, watches, 
dyestuffs and intermediates, pharmaceuticals, tools and measuring 
instruments, electric meters, etc. Dutch exports to Switzerland 
include seed potatoes, vegetables, butter and other foodstuffs 
and agricultural produce, coke, pig iron, steel tubes, electro-technical 
material, chemical products, textiles, etc., copper, rubber, tin, and 
other East Indian products.

Anglo-Swedish Monetary Agreement 


NEW Anglo-Swedish Monetary Agreement was signed in London 

at the Foreign Office on December 30. The Agreement replaced 
the Monetary Agreement which expired at the end of 1949. The 
main provisions of the new Agreement are the same as before except 
that no exchange guarantee will be given other than on the Swedish 
Riksbank’s existing sterling balances to the extent of £27 million. 
This sum will be available for current payments, in addition to the 
Swedish Riksbank’s other accounts with the Bank of England. The 
Agreement is for an initial period of one year. 
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Commercial Relations Between 
U.K. and Burma 


N Exchange of Notes has just taken place in Rangoon between the 

Governments of the United Kingdom and Burma on the principles 
which shall govern the commercial relations of the two countries, 
pending the conclusion of a Treaty of Commerce and Navigation. 

It was envisaged in Article 8 of the 1947 Treaty with Burma that 
negotiations for a Commercial Treaty would be completed within two 
years. This, however, has proved impossible, and the purport of 
the Exchange of Notes is to put it on record that, pending conclusion 
of such a treaty, the commercial relations of the two countries shall 
continue to be conducted in accordance with the provisions of Nos. 
1 to 3 of the Exchange of Notes annexed to the 1947 Treaty. (This 
Treaty was published in October 1947 as Cmd. 7240.)

Overseas, the United Kingdom Government maintain a network 
of Trade Commissioners in Commonwealth countries and Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in foreign countries who are in 
constant communication with the Board of Trade in London. These 
officers are in close touch with the business community in their 
areas. They have the latest information about market conditions and 
requirements of consumer and capital goods ; they have first-hand 
knowledge of changing trends and openings, of import and customs 
regulations and can give many suggestions that will help to make the 
visit profitable. 

Particulars of these officers in all parts of the world are published 
periodically in the Board of Trade Journal.
